These imorovements brought forth much »vraise and aporeciation from the Stake 
Board of Education and all concerned. 

Brother Harold H. smith again served as principal of the Seminary with Bro. .George 
L. Strebel as associate. With considerable change h ving been made in the High School 
Program and with a much smaller Junior clas3,enrolled at the high schoul dice, PE 
enrollment was considerably reduced. The eizhth grade dupils were not abie to take 
any seminary work 30 only classes ‘or the seventh grade were offered. Hence the services 
of an additional, or third teacher, was not required. This year there were 73 pupils 
taking Old Testament, 34 taking classes in New Testament ani 34 enrolled in Church 


History and Doctrine. There were 74 graduates this year also. 
1952-1953 


During the summer of 1952, Harold Smith left the system to out his full time into 
his merchandisine establishment here in Heber. George Strebel became the Principal of 
the Seminary, and LaMar C. Bervett, who was just a ee June by the University 
of Utah, became a teacher to work with brother Strebel. 

Brother Strebel taught Old Testament and Church History, while brother Berrett 
taught New Testement, one class of Church History and two groups (ons each half of the 
school yesr) of 7th «rade Junior Seminary Students. Brother Berrett taught the Book 
of Mormon to the Junior Seminary 

During the school year there were many class parties, which made up the entertainment 
for the year. 

Around the first of the ye-r, a "Pin-hansing" ceremony was held in the 4th Ward 


Chaoel. Most of the graluatinz seniors received their seminary vins at this tive. 


Refreshments were served, and the soeaker of the evening was brother Harold Smith, 


past orincipal of the Seminary. Clay Cummin+żs, stake President, also said a few words. 
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The Senior Seminary students had tneir graduation on the las sunday of the school 
year. The Theme for the wraduation wa:: “I know that my Redeemer lives." The speakers 
were: Glade E. Giles, (Eridence of the New Testament) Rosalee Hertell (Evidence of the 
Old Testament), Carol Michie (Evidence of the Book of Mormon) and Nolan Dean(Svidence of the 
Present Dissensation.) Ivin Giles sang a solo of the ‘erses of: "I know that my 
Redeemer lives" while the clas; s:ne the Chorus after esch verse. The diolomis were 
oresented by Floyd Kinsey of the Stake Presidency. The program was completely planned 
and present-i by the -raduates. The sraiu-tion was held sunday, May 17, 1953 at 8:00 pem. 
in the Stake House. There were 63 graduates. 

On the Wednesday following vr:ivation. (May 20th) the graduates held a banquet in 
the Social Hall with the D:niel ward preovariny the dinrer. The event of the evening 
whish was extra soecial, was the presences and the address of Elder soencer W. Kimball 
of the Council of the Twelve. He gave a most wonderful talk to the graduates which 
centered around Chastity. Some of his thoughts on the subject were as follows: 

"Nec ing is on the verge of sin and petting is.sin® 

"Fieht or iie...destroved this body, if necessary to keep your chastity and virtue." 

"Passions are God given, but they should be harnessed." 

"One hour's time can couse you milliors of hours of remorse." 

"Some think they have not sinned if they havs not gone all the way. They think 

they can do most -nything as lonz as they don't commit the act, and it will 
not be sin..... but vetting is sin." 

The Stake ?residency was present, and a very enjoyable evening was had. This was a 
beautiful climax to 4 yvraduate of the Seminary. The cost to the graduates for the flowers, 
programs, tickets, banquet ard victure was $3.75 eache 

Enrollment for the year was -3 follows: Old Testament - 95, New Testament = 97, 
Church History = 30, Junior Seminary =- 72. This makes a tonl of 272 in the Senior 
Seminary olus 72 in the Junior Seminary makine a total of 354 students under the 
influence of the Semin-ry for this yore.
